originally adopted as a war meas- 
ure; The war Is long since over, 
but this tremendous tax rate is 
still in effect. 


"Surely the millions of con- 


sumers, as well as the hundreds of 
thousands of tobacco farmers, not 
to speak of the manufacturers and 
dealers, who have had every reason 
to hope for a reduction of this war 
emergency tax, will look with pro- 
found amazement at this Increase 
in their burdens. 


"Cigarettes, if a luxury, are the 


only luxury the poor man can af- 
ford to Indulge in, and to tell him 
on the one hand his taxes are being 
reduced by reason of the reduced 
direct taxation, and on the other 
hand make him pay back this re- 
duction and perhaps more, by In- 
direct taxation, Is manifestly un- 
fair."
